Our own is almost certain to 
follow. 

For these reasons, it seems to me it is a 
good time to buy essentail items. Government 
spending is likely to increase, and when it does 
it always causes a number of price increases 
in the process. I put in an order for a new type¬ 
writer on that theory, anyhow, so I am follow¬ 
ing my own advice. If I were a farmer and need¬ 
ed equipment badly, I'd do my darnedest to 
make the outlay now instead of later. 

Good times, in the sense of a boom, aren't 
necessarily something to rave about unless, at 
the same time, governments refrain from go¬ 
ing overboard on spending. Good times ac¬ 
cepted too casually can create inflation that 
weakens the buying power of the dollar. This 
leads to the sad situation where pensioners 
and those on fixed incomes suffer while those 
who are earning larger incomes are having a 
hey-day. 

Good times, too, are inclined to lead labor 
union leaders to start a round of huge wage 
demands. If these demands exceed the in¬ 
crease in productivity that brings about a 
boom, they soon kill the boom and cause a fur¬ 
ther and deeper depression. 

Nevertheless, it is good to know there is 
still lots of steam in our economy and that with 
any kind of common sense we can take big 
steps ahead in the 60's. 

Sad, though, that with the opportunities 
existing to build a more prosperous land, the 
threat of war may spoil it all. Mr. K., who is 
excused by the Pinkos for almost everything 
he does, cannot be excused for starting bomb 
testing again and threatening to terrorize the 
world.

National Donation.
